detail. WADE stated that he had made no statements to the 
press of any kind since I discussed this situation with bin 
on Sunday evening; that he understood he was being quoted in 
various newspapers, the latest being the ”Houkon Post” and he 
wanted to assure me that he had made no coamenta of any kind 
concerning the activities of the Police Department or the FBI, 
but did tell a representative of the ”Houston Post” that he 
knew nothing concerniig the FBI'e activities in the Dallas 
situation.
